Applicant's submission of the instant application as a 371 is acknowledged, however the 
claimed invention does not provide a single special technical feature that is distinguished over the 
prior art because antimicrobial genes and their expressions in transgenic plants for increased 
resistance were known in the prior art. The technical feature linking Groups I-II appears to be that 
they all relate to nucleic acid sequences encoding antimicrobial peptides. However, nucleic acid 
sequences encoding antimicrobial peptides have already been disclosed in the prior art as 
evidenced by Jaynes et al (5,597,946, filed May 1995). Jaynes et al discloses the nucleic acid 
fragments of claims 3 and 4 (see columns 4-10). Therefore, the instant invention lacks Unity of 
Invention and restriction is set forth as it applies to U.S. practice.

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II. Claims 10-12, drawn to fusion proteins . 

The inventions listed as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

The technical feature of Group I is considered to be an isolated nucleic acid sequence 
encoding a thanatin, transformed plants or plant cells, and methods of expressing a protein. 

The technical feature of Group II is considered to be isolated fusion proteins. 

The claims that involve the isolated nucleic acid sequence encoding the thanatin protein, 
the vector containing it, the transformed plants or plant cells , and methods of expressing the 
protein are not linked to the protein because protein and DNA share technical feature that is well 
known in the art, since cloning and expression of recombinant protein are well known in the prior 
art. 

Because inventions I-II are distinct for the reasons given above, and they have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different subject matter and fields of search, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
